The first green grass 
of the spring is rather immature and | 
conta‘ns a very sma amount of dry 
mattei: it 's difficult’ under such von 
ditions for heavy milking cows to 
coneuine enough of such feeds to sup} 
ply the nutrients necessary. It is 
therefore wel) to proceed rather slow 
ly in changing cowstfrom winter 
feed to pasture. ; 

The latter part of July and August 
is the season of the year when ‘t is 
difficult to keep up the milk flow Pas 
tures are usually dry, flies are bad, 
and the heat is oppressive. The cow 
that drops ff her milk flow at. this 
time is not likely to-come back to 
normal flow even wth the best of 
feed later in the season. It is thore- 
‘fore very important to provide 
plenty of feed at this time for all 
cows in milk if a profitable yield is 
to be maintained. Consequently the 
best policy will usually be to feed 
grain at least during the season of 
, case pasture. Bare pastures should 
be supplemented and it is here that 
' surplus silage, soiling crops, such as 
alfalfa, sweet clover, oats and corn 
and arnuaj pasture crops can be used 
to greates, advantage. 

At the Dominion Exper ment) Sta 
tion, Lacombe, the dairy cows are us 
ually turned out on brome or sweet 
Glover pasture about June 1. When 
this pasture becomes short the cows 
are turged into an annual catch crop 
pasture grown from seeding a com- 
bination of two, busheis of oats and 
one bushel of winter rye per acre.
